The statement of the commission 
presented by Dr. George E. Haynes, 
secretary of the committee, told of 
the campaign of education against 
lynching carried on by the churches, 
of the remarkable cooperation given 
by the press of the country not only 
in the south but in the north said 
that in the first six months of 1923, 
there were only fourteen lynchings 
in the United States, thirteen 
of 
them %being negro victims. 
In the 
first six months of 1922 there were 
30 lynchings 
and 
the

months of 1921 there were 33. 
The total figures for the last six 
months are not available, Dr. Hay­ 
nes said, but those at hand show 
that the number will be well under

OUR KIND OF RADICALISM. 
Discussing certain phrases of the indus­ 
trial situation in the United States, Ralph 
M. Easley contrasts radicalism in this coun­ 
try with radicalism in Europe. 
To empha­ 
size the contrast he points to the fact that 
whereas there will be only one socialist in 
the new congress, there are one hundred 
socialists and two communists in the Brit­ 
ish parliament, a strong socialistic bloc in 
the French assembly, 
and 
practically a 
dominating socialist element in the Ger­ 
man 
reichstag. 
Continuing, Mr. Easley 
says: 
“The farmer-labor and progessive 
senators and congressmen may make 
many demands that sound very radi­ 
cal, but, upon 
examination, 
none of 
them will be found to be on the Mos­ 
cow agenda. 
Government ownership 
of railroads, cooperative marketing, 
the demand that the valuation of pub­ 
lic utilities should be based upon ori­ 
ginal cost instead of cost of reproduc­ 
tion, national monopoly and operation 
at cost of all grain elevators, the de­ 
mand that the farmers shall have a 
voice on the federal reserve board, 
may all be prepositions that one may 
oppose, but they do not contitute com­ 
munism. 
Besides, 
however 
radical 
they may be, 
these 
progressive and 
farmer-labor senators and congress­ 
men do not propose to put through 
their demands by revolution and force 
but through the ballot box, which they 
have a perfect right to do.” 
These are facts w hich need to be empha­ 
sized from time 
to time 
because 
there 
seems to be just now' a revival of loquacity 
among the alarmists who delight in por­ 
traying in lurid colors the danger of radi­ 
calism here in the United States. 
How­ 
ever ridiculous it may seem when one stops 
to think about it calmly, 
the 
notion has 
been spread pretty widely that these hard­ 
headed men of the northwest are really 
trying to do here 
exactly 
w hat the bol­ 
shevik did in Russia. 
There are plenty of 
people who believe that the leaders of the 
farmer-labor movement are so many Trotz- 
kys and Lenines. 
As a matter of fact, all 
the signs indicate that Trotzkyism would 
have rougher sledding in the United States 
nowT than at any other time in the past five 
years.

The industries might better ad­

states than merely to fight the proposition 
put up by labor and its friends.

dard law, we might add, is what the labor 
people would be most likely to succeed in 
passing. 
We are not prepared to say that the law* 
proposed is not a fair measure that would 
compare favorably with that of any other 
state. 
We believe that point should be de­ 
termined by reliable authority. 
The bur­ 
den of proof is on the sponsors of the bill 
to establish it fairness and competence. 
Failing that establishment the voters are 
not likely to indorse it. 
There is an abun­ 
dance of middle-of-the-road voters to pass 
a good law or to defeat a bad one, regard­ 
less of the political activity of either of the 
opposed organizations. 
That Missouri should have a fair com­ 
pensation law' as a just, humanitarian ex­ 
pedient is beyond cavil. 
That it is the only 
great industrial state in the nation without 
such a law is a reproach to its unprogres- 
siveness rather 
than 
a lure to industry. 
The plan of the Associated Industries to set 
up a scare cry that the proposed compen­ 
sation law would drive industry out of the 
state may easily be silenced by the ques­ 
tion: 
“To what states would our industry 
be driven?” 
The only 
remaining states 
outside of Missouri not provided with a 
compensation law are Arizona, Arkansas, 
Florida and North 
and 
South 
Carolina. 
Missouri need hardly 
tremble that these 
five nonindustrial commonwealths will kid­ 
nap its industry if a fair compensation law' 
is adopted.

GERMANY’S HUNGRY CHILDREN. 
It is a striking fact that the chairman of 
the American Committee for the Relief of 
German 
Children 
is 
General Henry T. 
Allen who was commander-in-chief of the 
American army of occupation in Germany. 
When he was asked by some dense person 
how this could be, General Allen replied: 
“America nftver waged war on children.” 
She never did and she never will; and, if 
reports from Germany 
are accurate, re­ 
fusal by America to help the German chil­ 
dren this winter would be almost equiva­ 
lent to waging war on them. 
The Ameri­ 
can committee, basing its estimates upon 
careful 
surveys 
made by trained relief 
workers, announces 
that 
twenty million 
Germans living on or near farms are com­ 
paratively w'ell off in regard to food, that 
another twenty million can manage with­ 
out outside help, and that a third twenty 
million cannot get enough food to survive 
the winter unless America helps them. 
This is the situation to which General 
Allen’s organization invites the attention 
of the American people. 
It is announced 
that in the main the committee will devote 
its efforts to feeding children in Germany, 
and the committee hopes and believes that 
Americans will bear in mind the fact that 
these children have had no part in bringing 
about the conditions which threaten their 
lives.

KITCHEN

W H A T TO EAT 
T 


HE daily problem of thinking up 
something 
seasonable, 
reason­ 
able, economical, and with a mini­ 
mum amount of work is not the 
easiest thing a housewife has to do 
,n planning her meals. Some cooks 
find the breakfast a hard meal to 
I Jan ; others depending upon the 
tastes of the family, find it the 
easiest 
of 
meals. 
However, 
it 
should be a reasonably simple meal, 
easy 
to 
prepare, 
digestible 
and 
wholesome, suited to the individual 
as to age, health, and occupation. 
In general the favored breakfast 
menu may be fruit in season, cereal 
with cream and sugar or without 
sugar, eggs, toast and coffee. Omit­ 
ting the eggs, 
sausage 
may 
be 
served with hot cakes instead of 
toast. 
For luncheon baked potatoes and 
creamed codfish, popovers, canned 
fruit and cookies with tea or cocoa. 
Another—Sliced cold meat, scal­ 
loped potatoes, muffins, peaches and 
cookies with tea. 
Limner—Vegetable 
soup, 
roast 
beef, spinach, lettuce salad, pota­ 
toes browned with the roast, baked 
apples and whipped cream, served 
with a small cup cake frosted with 
chocolate, coffee. 
Another—A codfish chowder, cold 
slaw or cabbage salad. Johnny cake, 
and for dessert: 
Banana 
Lemon Whip.—Boll to­ 
gether two cupfuls of sugar, tw’o 
cupfuls of w ater and the grated yel­ 
low’ rind of a lemon until the sirup 
hairs. 
Soften one-half of a pack­ 
age of gelatin in cold w ater and 
add to the hot sirup. 
Stir until 
dissolved, then add the sifted pulp 
of four ripe bananas, mixed with 
the juice of two lemons. 
Pour ail 
into a large bowl to cdbl and when 
the edges begin to harden, beat the 
mixture 
with 
a 
large-sized 
egg 
beater, 
continuing to beat until 
the whole is creamy, then it may be 
poured into a mold and chilled, or 
serve piled into sherbet glasses.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—The lnterme- 
jdiate credit nanking system should 
be fully utilized by both farmer and 
banker as a factor in the restoration 
I of 
normal 
agricultural 
conditions, 
Merton L. Corey, 
member 
of the 
F arm Loan Board, told the meeting 
of the American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration here yesterday. 
The credit banks may discount for 
or purchase from any financial insti­ 
tution, he said, any 
notes, 
drafts, 
bills of 
exchange, 
debentures 
or 
other such oblgations, the proceeds 
of which have been 
advanced 
or 
used in the first instance for an agri­ 
cultural purpose, or 
livestock 
pro­ 
duction and may also make direct 
loans or advances to cooperative pro­ 
ducing 
and marketing associations 
| where such notes are 
secured 
by 
warehouse receipts or chattel mort­ 
gages on livestock. 
The rate of discount of a federal 
intermediate credit bank is restricted 
to one per cent above the rate borne 
by its last preceding debenture, Mr.. 
Corey said. 
“The system is designed to supple­ 
ment and not supplant the country | 
bank,” he declared. 
“It will be a 
helpful agency to country banks if 
they choose to 
make it 
so, but a 
harmful one, only if they delay giv-l 
ing 
it 
proper 
recognition. 
T hey’ 
should discount with this institution 
paper which has a natural maturity 
in excess of the period for which re­ 
discounts can be handled through the 
federal reserve system. 
“The credit banks are 
peculiarly 
equipped to enable farmers to diver­ 
sify their 
operations 
by 
loaning 
money on dairy herds, and accepting; 
repayments on a monthly basis out 
of the proceeds of the sale of dairy 
products. Loans to cooperative mar­ 
keting associations and relief for the 
wheat farmers through aid 
coop­ 
erative wheat associations 
are pos­ 
sible through the intermediate credit 
banking system.”
